LUCKY YOUNGSTERS, 


Bome of Britain's Little Heirs to Vast 
Tracts of Land. 


Who js the luckiest youngster in 
Britain? Examination cf the peerage 
reveals’many interesting cases of boya 
of tender years who will one day in- 
herit vast riches, estates, and great 
family honors, the most fortunate, 
perhaps, being the five-year-old Earl 
of Arundel and Surrey, the son of the 
Duke of Norfolk, who is heir to both 
his father’s and mother’s estates. The 
Duke of Norfolk owns 50,000 acres in 
some of the fairest English counties, 
his rent roll exceeding a quarter of 
a million a year, while the Duchess 
of Nerfolk—Baroness Herries in her 
own right—owns 18,900 acres. 

The duke is one of London's great 
landowners, owning a considerable 
tlice of the southeast side of the 
Strand, and, according to a compe- 
tent authority, the rent roll of this 
land a couple of decades ago was 
£52,000. New buildings in Norfoik 
and Surrey streets have immeasur- 
ably augmented the rent roll, which 
has probably increased threefold in 
value, 

A year previous to the birth of the 

Earl] of Arundel and Surrey a son was 
born to the Marquis of Bute, ‘the 
uncrowned king of Cardiff,’’ as he has 
been called, whose father left the en- 
ormous fortune of £6,000,000. His son 
and heir, the Earl of Dumfries, a 
bright little youngster of six years of 
age, will inherit vast es‘ates which 
cover 117,000 acres, in addition to 
many titles. Lord Bute is the wealth- 
jest peer in Scotland, although he does 
not possess quite s0 many acres a3 
the Earl of Dalhousie, who came into 
the title, an income of over £50,000 a 
year, and about 138,000 acres of Jand, 
when a boy of nine. His son and heir 
is Lord Ramsay, who was born in 
1904, 
Two more instances of vast fortunes 
which will descend to lucky young: 
sters, not only from their fathers, but 
also from their mothers, are afforded 
by the cases of the Marquis of Bland- 
ford, son of the Duke of Marlborough, 
who is now sixteen years of age, and 
Viscount Mandeville, son of the Duke 
of Manchester, who was born eleven 
years ago. The Duke of Manchester 
owns some 70,000 acres of land, and is 
also possessor of four country resi- 
dences, two in England and two in 
Ireland. His wife, Miss Helena Zim- 
merman, daughter of an American 
railway magnate, whom he married 
in 190, brought much wealth to the 
Manchester family. With two excep- 
tions the Duke of Marlborough is the 
smallest of ducal landowners. He 
possesses about: 26,500 acres of land, 
the revenue being given at £36,000. 

Quite a number of heirs to lJurge 
estates were born in 1894, the same 
yéar as the Prince of Wales, and such 
names as Lord Whitchester, grandson 
and heir, after his father, to the duke- 
dom of Buccleuch and Queensburg, 
occur to one readily, says The Ladies’ 
Field. The duke is easily the biggest 
landlord in Britain. He owns 460,000 
acres, mostly in Scotland, and much 
of it is barren land. The Earl of 
Hillsborough, born in_1894, son of the 
Marquis of Downshire, will inherit 
some day 120,000 acres. A great many 
acres of his future property are in 
Ireland and some in Berkshire.

PRESIDENT POINCARE. 


He Is a Brilliant Man and Thorough 
Democrat. 


Concentration and simplicity of life 
and manners are the most marked 
characteristics of M. Raymond Poin- 
care, the President of France. 

“IT like to feel that people know 
me,” he says, “but I don’t like them 
to think it necessary to take off their 
hats to me.” 

M. Poincare had not been President 
half an hour before he announced 
that the traffic must not be stopped 
when his carriage drove by. All that 
he would accept was that his car- 


riage should be given precedence over: 


other vehicles at the moment it pass- 
ed, and the Paris police have instruc- 
tions to allow no more favor than 
that to the President’s equipage. Fur- 
thermore, he has suppressed the out+ 
rider who preceded the carriage on 
state occasions, and reduced a stable 
of twelve horses to four, 

And he astounded the permanent 
officials at the Elysee Palace lv 
strongly objecting to the trooper of 
the Municipal Guard who is supposed 
to sleep outside the President's bed- 
room. 

“It has always been the rule.” said 
the cflicials, when Poincare objected 
to the sentry. The President allowed 
it for one night, and then quictly 
sent the soldier back to the barracks, 

M. Poincare’s simplicity of life is 
well illustrated by a remark made by 
his cook when she heard that he 
would probably be the next French 
President, 

“IT hope he will not be elected,” 
she said. “Both he and madame wi'l 
be very unhappy at the Elysee; cf 
that Iam sure. Just think—all that 
they ordered yesterday was beefsteak 
and fried potatoes.” 

And M. Poincare certainly loves his 
own fireside—and his pets. 

As a boy at Dame's school of Mlle.

Doctor Gives His Opinion About Cate 
end Dogs. 


A letha) Aiamber for all household 
Peseta 18 the suggestion of a proms 
nent physician, who considers that 
on account of iheit germ-breeding pros 
yensities pet dogs, cats, rabbits, and 

irda, such as parrots, are the cause 
of an amazing amount of ill-health in 
families. And rlthough most of us 
will probably consider the proposal 
remedy far too drastic, there is much 
food for reflection in his remarks, 

In his opinion cats and dogs are 
real dangers to children's health, He 
contends that they convey diphtheria 
for one thing, not by germs in their 
fur so much as in their throats, and 
others diseases as well, 

“Tt makes me shudder,” he anya, 
“when I gee babies cuddling cats, and 
periaps inhaling their breath and 
iolding them close to them, Many a 
cause of disease that seems mysterious 
has been conveyed into a family by a 
pet dog or cat.” 

Pet animals, according to this phy. 
siclan, pleck up all sorts of germs from 
the street or floor, They come into 
close contact with all sorts of filth 
and dirt, and no matter how often an 
animal may be washed tho disease 
germs cling to it and are transmitted 
to any person who fondles it, 

He Is especially severe upon those 
women who, both at home and out of 
doors, are to be seen kissing and 
fondling pampered pets in a manner 
Which is as much against ood taste 
as {t is against good health, 

“No wonder,” he says, “that so 
many of these women come to ma 
complaining of throat troubles and 
eye affiictlons, when they indulge in 
such habits.”

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WHERE IS CLARENCEVILLE? 


t and A.genteuil Well Represented 
In New Cabinet. 

Who ever heard of Clarenceville? 
You didn’t, of course, till a few days 
ago. 

That’s the birthplace of no less than 
two of Mr. Borden’s Cabinet Minis- 
ters, Hon. Frank Cochrane and Hon. 
A. E. Kemp, and because the countr, 
decided to change its rulers the vil- 
lage of Clarenceville, Que., is sud- 
denly placed on the map. 

We confess we had to go to a gaz- 
etteer to make sure that there wag 
such a place as Clarenceville on the 
map. The description in Lovell’s 
Gazetteer is: 

“Clarenceville, a post village and 
aN of entry in Mississquoi County, 


ue., between the Richelieu River and | 


Mississquoi Bay, three miles from La- 
colle on the R., seven miles 
trom Rouse’s Point. It contains three 
churches, one hotel, four etores and 
branch of the 
Bank; population about 306.” 

And that’s probably every word that 
is to be said about the piace except 
that Hon. Frank Cochrane and Hon, 
A. E. Kemp were born there, the fore 
mer 59 years ago, the other 53 years 


ago. 

The County of Argenteuil also has 
a direct interest in two of R. L. Bor- 
den’s Ministers, Hon. Geo. H. Perley 
represents that OA 
member. Hon. Robt. 
there. When the Hon. Robert turned 
up at Lachute, the chef-lieu of Argen- 
teuil, the other day, he was spotted 
by an ancient farmer who revalled 
the days when the present Minister 
of Railways had raided his orchard.

Argenteuil fronts on the Ottawa, 
and is one of the most prosperous of 


the north shore counties If you go 
down ts Prescott ie row across fe 


river you are in Argenteuil. It ia a 
great lumbering county, but it is as 
great a dairying county. It produces 
a cheese which is second to none in 


Canada. It is a county of prosperous. 


farms, thriving lumber industries and 
picturesque wildernesses. Its unset 
tled districts are a paradise for the 
artist and sportsman. 

Argenteuil dates back to 1855 as a 
county. Before that the territory was 
included in the County of Two Moun- 
tains, and before that it bore the good 
old English name of York. The first 


settlers in the district fared badly, be- | 


ing poor farmers They sold their 
holdings to Scotechmen, who founded 
the prosperity which the county now 
enjoys. The Scotch are still strong in 
Argenteuil and the town of St. An- 
drews is one of the oldest and best 
known of any on the north shore. St. 
Andrews became a parish in 1333 and 
embraced the whole of the old Seig- 
niory of Argenteuil. Thirty years later 
the parish 
teuil was formed and took in over 
half of the old seigniory. To-day the 
pupulation of the county divide ac- 
cording to creed in almost the same 
proportion as does the whole popula: 
tion of Canada. 

As to the old seigniory, much might 
be written. It was there in the time 
of Frontenac. It was in fact Count 
Frontenac who in 1682 promised the 
brief of Sieur Charles Joseph D’Alle- 
Ib included a tract extending 
from the foot of the Long Sault “two 
leagues towards Montreal and four 
leagues back from the Ottawa, in- 
cluding all the islands, points and 
sadgdbars oppos.te, of whieh the is- 
land nameu Casilion forms a part.”

Necessitates the Term 

It is the industrial development 
which has taken place in the far West 
in 1912 that has necessitated more 
strongly than ever the complementary 
term “the near West.” 

While so far as manufacturing is 
concerned Manitoba expanded more 
extensively than any other part of 
Canada in 1912, having granted 106 
charters for purely industrial com- 
panies since last January, the most 
dnteresting and significant feature in 
the economic growth of the country 
‘has been the remarkable industrial 
| aotivity in “the far West,” which, 
broadly speaking, comprises the ter- 
| ritory west of Moose Jaw. 

Undoubtedly the most important 
phase of this development has been 
the introduction of the flour industry 
into Medicine Hat, bringing that city 
to the extraordinary position of being 
the first milling centre in the British 
Empire. 

Ogilvies, the Maple Leaf Milling 
Company, and the Manitoba and On- 
|tario Flour Mill Company entered 
Medicine Hat in 1912, and with the 
increased capacity of the Medicine Hat 
Milling Company, which has operrted 
in a small way for some time, will 
before the end of 1913 be turning out 
12,000 barrels of flour every day. 

Move Milling Plants 

It is also said that the Lake of the 
Woods and the Western Canada Mill- 
ing Companies have practically ar 
ranged to establish plants in Medicine 
Hat, although contracts have not at 
the date of writing been signed.
